Madam Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to present the Annual Report for 1959. 
There is a drop of only ten in the population since the previous year. 


The adjusted Birth Rate is still lower than the average for Mngland and 
Wales. 


Once again it is gratifying to note that the maternal mortality is NIL. 


Of the causes of death, heart disease and its associated disorders 
heads the list. 


There were no additions to the tuberculosis register, but four names 
were removed, one having died and three were outward transfers to other areas. 


Only ten cases of infectious diseases were notified during the year. 


During the year a poultry packing station started at Flixton. Details 
are given elsewhere in the report. 


My thanks are due to Dr. J.M.S. Dixon, M.B., B.Ch., Dip. Bact., M.D., 
i/ec Public Health Laboratory, Ipswich, for his co-operation and help, and 
also for examining and reporting on the very large number of samples and 
specimens sent to him during the year.

ADJUSTED BIRTH AND DEATH RATE : COMPARABILITY FACTOR 


Local birth rates are expressed in terms of population. These 
populations are estimated by the Registrar General and comprise persons of 
all ages, including those who have no influence on the birth rate. These 
latter do, however, affect the birth rate in that a high proportion of 
them in a population tends to lower, and a small proportion tends to raise 
the true rate. The size of this proportion will vary in different areas 
and, therefore, the elimination or standardisation of such a factor will 
Give a truer comparison between areas. 


The Registrar General issues a comparability factor on these lines. 
Multiplication of the crude birth rate of an area by the comparability 
factor gives the adjusted birth rate and can be compared with the crude 
rate for ingland and Wales. 
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The comparability factor for deaths is obtained in a similar way to 
the above. ‘he factors for certain areas, where rapid increase or 
reduction in the population materially affects its comparison by sex and 
age groups, are also adjusted on that account. Death rate area 
comparability factors are adjusted to take account of the presence of any 
residential institutions in each area. Birth rate area comparability 
factors are also adjusted to take account of the presence of sterile 
populations in institutions for the mentally ill or mentally deficient.
